and killed by the latter on the street 
near the jail building at IO o'clock 
Tuesday night. 
Noble, it is reported, made the sec­ 
ond trip to the jail before he could 
induce Turner to go out on the street 
with him. 
Noble proposed that they 
go down to his house and get a drink 
of whisky, b u t'T u rn er, who bv this 
time, seemed to realize something of 
Noble’s purpose, declined to go with 
him. 
Just as he started to turn away 
from Noble, two young men, Pierce 
Crawford and Harrison Hall, came 
along, and the men walked together. 
At this time hundreds 
of 
shots 
were being fired all over town in cel­ 
ebration of the victory of the repub­ 
licans carrying B reathitt county. No­ 
ble asked Pierce Crawford for his 
pistol, and Crawford, thinking that 
Noble m e rely wished to join the cele­ 
bration by firing in the ground, band 
ed him the pistol. 
As soon as he got hold of the pistol 
he wheeled and fired upon Turner, 
the first bullet striking under one 
arm, went directly through his heart 
and canie out under the other arm. 
As he started to fall Noble shot 
him a second time, this bullet taking 
effect in his shoulder.

river bridge t.i South Jackson and is 
supposed to have struck the road to 
Lost Creek. 
Shortly after daylight Noble met a

It Is the 
firm belief here that Noble will not 
be taken alive, as he is known to be 
a desperate man.

No motive for Turner’s assassina­ 
tion has been discovered, except that 
the jailer compelled Noble to give up 
a razor which he had managed to se­ 
cure whtn he was confined in Jail last 
winter.
